But when he ſeems 
ſo much concerned to eſtabliſh his Law of 
de Sabbat; and afligns.gs the main Rea- 
on, the 1/raclites being -hrought qut of 
Egypt on the Day he now. fix d upon, and 
fo obtaining Reſt from their hard Labours 
and alſo ſpeaks of its being a Sign and To- 
ken of a further Reſt which they were to 
be led into; and a Miracle muſt be wrought 
particularly to ſecure the Honour of his 
ſeventh ei Go 5 giving them on the 
Day before the food c two Days, that there 
might not be ſo much as the ſeeking for, 
or preparing their Bread on the ſeventh 
Day; this ſeems to me à point ſo, much la- 
boured, becauſe he fix d on a Day diffe- 
rent from that of the Patriarchs, and there 
fore never once mentions the Example of 
any one of them, tho' that might have 
done as much to recommend his /eventh 
Day to the Seed of Abrabam, as any thin 
elſe he alledged.

The Chriſtians for ſome time obſerved both 
the ſeventh, and firſt Day of the Week, 
as appears from that Phraſe uſed in the 
Scriptures, the firſt Day Sabbath. P And 
in After- ages, this was the Practice for 
ſome time, till the Exerciſes of Religion 
were all gradually carried from one Day 
to the other, and then generally confined 
ro the firt Day of the Week. Thus 
Go was pleaſed to conduct the Piety of 
the firſt Chriſtians, prudently to ſettle and 
fix this Matter, ſo as that the Computa- 
tion of the Fourth Commandment might 
take place again as ſoon as poſſible every 
where; viz. fix Days for Labour, and one 
only in ſeven for Religious Reſt; dropping 
the Zewiſh, and cftabliſhing the Chriſtian 
Sabbath, to be obſerved as long as Days 
and Weeks ſhall endure.

He muſt, therefore, be eſteemed a very 
perverſe, and unreaſonable Man, who will 
deſpiſe the Chriſtian Inſtitution after ſo 
much is done to engage his religious Re- 
gards to it. All things are now fixed fo, as 
that both the Creator, and Redeemer, may 
be glorified on this Day. And the Bleſ- 
ſings of both, may now be derived on all 
ſincere and pious Worſhippers. * 
All Denominations of Chriſtians are a- 
greed (excepting ſome very few) in ob- 
ſerving the LO RD's Day, whatever dif- 
ferent Thoughts there may be concerning 
the Grounds of it. Tis become the Law 
of Nations, as well as the univerſal Practice 
of the Church : So that every Prophaner 
of the Loxy's Day in theſe Parts of 
the World, rebels againft the Laws of his 
| Country, as well as ofends (in the Pſalmiſt's 
Phraſe) againſt the Generation of- Gop's 
Children. And he evidently turns away 
from his own Mercy, who ſeeks his world- 
ly Gain or Pleaſures on this Day, to the 
tempt of Gop, and his Soul. For 
what Hall it profit a Man to gain the whole 
World, and loſe bis own Soul ? Or what 
will he do, that now ſpends his Days in 
- GWieneſs, and Eaſe, ſinful nh 
_ when 
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| when God ſhall call him to account for 
his abuſed Sabbaths ? How juſtly will he be 
condemned for ever to depart that Preſence, - 
which he us'd to ſhun ? And'tedwell with 
thoſe who ſhall ſpend an Eternity in weep- 
ing, wailing, and graſping of Teeth, inſtead 
of joyning the bliſsful Aſſembly above, 
where they are finging continual Halle- 
luias, and keeping an endleſs Sabbath ? 

I ſhall not go any further in pleading for 
the 1. N of e eff e er at pre- 
ſent: Only this one thing it may be 
here to fabjoyn, VIZ. Thar 4 672 
Obligations laid upon us by our Bleed Fa- 
viour, will expoſe thoſe to much /orer Pu- 
uiſhment, who periſh from under the goſpel 
means of Salvation, than is appointed to 
ſuch as deſpiſed the Law of Moſes. 

Upon the whole, this is now an eftabliſhed 
Point; That a Day of Reft being weekly 

obſerved by the Chriſtian Church, as it was 
from the hens of the World by the 
Patriarchs, Jesus, and other Nations; and 
the Order and Computation of the Fourth 
Commandment ſtill being complied with; 
(x Days for Labour, and the ſeventh for 
holy Reſt;) we are obliged, by this Com- 
mand, to go on in the Obſervation of ur 
Day of the Week, as much as the Jews 
were obliged to keep their Day. And, on 
many Accounts, our Obligations are greater 


7 than 
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khan thoſe of any other Religion in the 
We have a greater and better Maſer ; 
. Mofes being faithful as a Servant to — to 
Chriſt, but Chriſ being faithful as a Son 
to accompliſh and ſettle all things. We 
have alſo a much greater Salvation now to 
commemorate, than that of /rael from 
the Slavery and Bondage of Egypt; a Sal- 
vation from Sin, Death and Hell. And 
the Gift of the Holy Ghoſt on this Day, 
anakes it a Day the fitteſt of all other 2 
thoſe Religious Services, which are to have 
reſpect to our Creator Redeemer and Sanfi- 
Fer at one and the ſame time. And to add 
no more in this Chapter, we have a better 
Hope, and fuller Aſſurances of Inmorta- 
tity and eternal Reſt, at the End of our 
Sabbaths, than ever were“ granted to the 
Obſervers of any other Day of Reſt.

O far as the Fourth Command goes, In 
n Reſt on the Sabbath Day, 
it certainly obliges us now, as well as the 
Jews of old. But if we carefully exa- 
mine the Expreſſions made uſe of, to de- 
ſcribe and limit this Reſt, we ſhall, find 
them very far from obliging us to the Je- 
iſd Way of reſting on their Sabbaths. 
It would be weariſome and unprofitable, 
bhbere to relate the Jewiſh Laws, concern- 
ing every Man's abiding in his Place, and 
wot going out on the Seventh Day: (accord- 
ing to Exod. xvi. 29.) Or to ſpeak of their 
Prohibitions and Neſtraints, about 
Meat; cleaning, or putting on of Clothes; 
and a Multitude of other things, which 
they made neceſſary in the Obſervation 
3 t 
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the Moſaic Reſt f. Theſe are not bound 
upon us by the Fourth Commandment, but 
were peculiar to the Jewiſh Nation, and 
made requiſite by Laws and Conſtitutions 
of their own. The great Lo RD of the 
Sabbath has taught us to underſtand the 


Reſt Gop appointed, as ny made for

Man, and not Man for that Reſt, (Mark ii. 
27.) And he freed his Diſciples, in the 
Days of his Fleth, from thoſe traditionary 
Laws, and ſuperſtitious Obſervances, which 
the 7ews laid a mighty Streſs upon. (Lake 
vi. beginnin Joby v. 10, 11. Luke xiii. 

14, If, & by 
we confider this Reft as it is explain'd 
in the Body of the Fourth Commandment, 
it is to be underſtood of laying aſide all 
ſecular Employments, and Week Day La- 
bours in any Calling, that we may on the 
ſeventh Day turn all our Thoughts and 
Hearts to Go p, and refs in bim.

T have now ſhewed is the juſt, and proper 
Conſtruction of it, this will ſoon deter- 
mine many. Debates which there are about 
the Manner of obſerving the Sabbath; and 
will remove many needles Scruples which 
have ariſen in the Minds of ſome good 
People. Tis the ſpiritual Benefit now to 
be made of this Day, and the Devotion of 
it, to which the Ref appointed muſt be 
ſubſervient. And therefore all thoſe thin 
are allowed to be done, that are requiſite 
to fit us for the more chearful and profit- 
able Attendance, on the Exerciſes of Re- 
ligion. A, little thing, that may be done 
without altering the Frame of the Mind 
toward Gop, and without employing 
our Thoughts and Concern much about it, 
ſhould raiſe no Scruple in us.

Works of Government toward 
thoſe under our Direction, and Care of the 
Creatures that are in our Keeping and 
Power, (as our Saviour particularly inſtances - 
in watering the Ox and the ) are alſo 
determin'd by the Goſpel very fit to be 
done. Andall Works of Mercy and Com- 
to our Fellow Creatures, where we 
are called to attend on them or help them,

be eſteemed as a Matter of perpetual Obli- 
gation. If we conſult other Parts of Scrip- 
ture, we ſhall find ſeveral Trades particu- 
larly mention'd, and expreſly forbidden on 
the Sabbath. ' _- in 
Thoſe Employments (for inſtance) are 
forbidden, which relate to the providing of 
Food, or other Refreſhments for our Badies. 
Thoſe, who by their Callings are Tillers 
of the Ground, or Providers of Corn and 
Hine, and ſuch things as are neceſſary for 
the Suſtenance, as — as Delight of others, 
muſt forbear their Z/zek Day Labours on 
the Sabbath. It is particularly mention'd 
(Exod. 'xxx1v. 21.) Six Days thou' ſhalt 
work, but on the. ſeventh Day thou fhalt 
reſt ; in earing Time and in Harveſt. thou 

alt reſt. This do's not affect us, as it 
did the Jews, if we look to their Expli- 
cations of itz but as it refers to any one's 
Trade or Week Day Calling, it does. In 
the Book of Nehemiah (Chap. xiii.

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Now, if thoſe Trades muſt not be ex- 
ercis d, which conſiſted in the ſirſt gather 


ing and providing of theſe things; much 


leſs can thoſe Employments be-pleaded for, 
which conſiſt in furniſhing out Delicacies 
and Entertainments from theſe Proviſions 
People may, no doubt, dreſs and prepare 
that Food which is neceſſary for their re- 
ſpective Families on the Sabbath, if it be 
laid in before- hand; but no Perſons are 
to exerciſe their Trades on this Day, ei- 
ther in preparing and laying in Materials 
for Pax Tag rinking, or in providing 
and furniſhing out things ready for Uſe, 
ſo as to expoſe them to Sale. \ 
In this, our own Laws do acknowledge 
the perpetual Obligation of the Fourth Com- 
mandment. For though we are told that 
Harveſt Work has been allow'd in England 
on this Day *, upon ſome Emergencies; 
yet the making an extraordinary Caſe of 
any thing of that Nature, - plainly ſhews 
that the general Practice is condemned. 
Again we find, all Trades that conſiſt

All Sorts of Carriages, and needleſs Travel-

TR Commandment does not only for- 
bid Man's doing any Work or Buſi- 
nefs in the Way of his Calling, but it for- 
bids the uſing, or working of Caztle on 
this Day. So that there muſt be no draw- 
ing of Carriages, nor loading any Creature 
with Burdens,nor appointing them for Jour- 
_ nies, and travelling from Place to Place. 
Theſe things are neceſſarily implied in the 
Gogh being appointed to reſt on the Sab- 
. - 

A As to Carriages and bearing of Burdens, 
theſe are not only expreſly forbidden, but 
2 particular Caution is given, to make ſuch 
a Probibition the more obſerved. TFerem. 
Xvii. 21, 22. Thus ſaith the Lo RD, fate 
beed to your ſelves, and bear no burden on 
the Sabbath Day; nor bring it in by the 

Gates of Jeruſalem : Neither carry ine 4 
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Burden out of your Houſes on the Sabbath 
Day. The Prophets were the great Re- 
formers, under the Jewiſo Diſpenſation; 
who were always moſt vehement, and 
concerned, in calling Men to the Obſer- 
vance of the moral . We find them 
making very light of ceremonial Services, 
in Compariſon of moral Duties. Here, 
therefore, let it be carefully remark'd, that 
with the ſame Zeal with which they re- 

rove the People for /dolatry, and pro- 
ane Swearing, and for Murders, and Adul- 


> Feries, they alſo reprove them for the Pro- 


fanation of the Day of Re. For this 
Reaſon, what I have quoted from the Pro- 
phet, is not to be eſteemed a Matter of 
Ceremony meerly; (ſomething that belong'd 
to the Jews and none elſe;) but it is (at 
leaſt to me it is) an Explication and En- 
forcement of the Reſt of the Sabbath, 
conſidered as a perpetual Law. 

The Reaſon why buying and ſelling, 
and bearing Burdens were forbidden, was 
not a Reaſon that paſſetb away; as in 
temporary and ceremonial Obſervances is 
the Caſe; but it is a Reaſon of perpetual 
Force. In order to attend to ſpiritual and 
religious Exerciſes, we muſt forbeax thoſe 
Ways of employing our ſelves, which 
would either keep our Bodies from the 
worſhip and ſervice of Go v, or unfit our 
Minds for it. The 
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The very Ne therefore, of buy- 
ing and ſelling, and conveying Things from 
Place to Place, ſhould be baniſh'd from 
our Heads and Hearts on G'oD's Day; as 
the Buyers and Sellers were, by our Bleſſed 
LonrD, 'whipt out of the Temple.": ©: ©? 
For the ſame Reaſon it is unlawful to 
journey on this Day. We are not indeed 
confined to what the Jes called a Sab- 
bath Day's Journey For if our profitable 
Attendance on the publick Worſhip of 
God, make it requiſite to go to a Place 
at Tome Diſtance, on ſuch an Occaſion we 
are allowed to travel.

And our Savlour 
ſpeaks of the moſt, ſucceſsful Prayers being

in the things aſked of him. We ſhould 
therefore by no means allow our ſelves to 
neglect the publick Worſhip, on Pretence 
of reading or ſpending the Time religiouſly 
at Home, when we are under no Nece/fty 
of ſtaying there. For they who do ſo, do 
not underſtand the great Ends aimed at in 
the Inſtitution of the Lord's Day; which 
are, to give all true Chriſtians the Advan- 
Pleaſure of Communion one with 
another; to promote Holineſs, and Love 
among them; and to unite them in the 
Cauſe, and for the Honour of their Lord; 
and to be an Occaſion of Go p's more ſig- 
nally diſplaying his Erace and Power, and 
conferring publick Gifts, and making his 
Name glorious in the World. 
But there are private and ſecret Exerci- 
ſes of Religion, notwithſtanding, to which 
we ſhould give up our ſelves, as we have 
Opportunity, on thoſe Parts of the Day 
which we ſpend in our own Houſes. 

Some good Men have look'd upon this 
Day as conſecrated and devoted to Gop 
and Neligion, in ſuch a manner, that even 
the moſt common Actions ought to be im- 
proved by ſome ſpiritual. and religions: 
Thoughts. They will tell us that our Me- 
ditations, when we awake in the Morning 
of a Lord's Day, ſhould be ſerious and hea- 
venly.

The 
more ſparing our Meals are in the middle 
of the Day, the better ſhall we be in the

Pleaſure. The Love Feaſts of the primi- 
tive Chriſtians were on the Evening of the 
Lord's Day; and certainly they were then 
the moſt comfortable, when their Services 
of Religion were over, and when they 
could eat their Bread with greater Glad- 
neſs, becauſe Go p accepted their Sacrifice.

Beſides publick Sermons, and miniferial 
Inſtruction, there ſhould be private Con- 
_ verſes of the things of Gop : And ever 
Man as be Was Ability ſhould help his 
Friend and Neighbour to know the Lo RD, 
till the time ſhall come when all ſhall 
know him even from the leaſt unto the 
greateſt. (Jer. xxxi. 34.) You read how 
the opening of the Scriptures, -made the 
Hearts of the Diſciples burn within them, 
as they were walking to Emmans. We 
ſhould endeavour thus to communicate 
holy Thoughts, and Affections; from a 
prevailing 1 will to the Souls of others, 
as well as for the Improvement and Re- 
freſhment of our own Spirits. 
Where any want our Counſel and 
Aſſiſtance, in hours of Darkneſs and Diſ- 
treſs, tis very proper Work on this Day 
to go to them; to adviſe, and comfort 
them, and do what we can to reviye their 
Spirits. ; 
But more eſpecially ſhould Parents, and 
Maſters of Families, ſhew their Charity 
and Concern for the Souls of Children and 
Servants on this Day. * the 
Young, and Ignorant; correcting the Er- 
rors, and Manners, of ſuch as are miſed; 
and encouraging every thing of a ſerious 
and good Diſpoſition where there are any 
promiſing. Appearances of it. Sometimes

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talking with them, and trying what Im- 
provements they make in Knowledge, and 
in Virtue: Sometimes reading proper Paſ- 
ſages of Scripture, and ſuitable Sermons, 
or Books of Religion that may be moſt 
fitted to their Capacities : Contriving, all 
the ways we can, to make Religion amiable 
to them, and to give them a deep and 
laſting Senſe of the Advantages of it, to- 
gether with the Folly and Miſery of thoſe 
that neglect᷑ it. 

But when I fpeak of all this, as the Fruit 
of Charity and Goodneſs, you will eafily 
perceive the Difference betwixt thoſe ways 
of Inſtruction which flow from a Heart 
full of Concern for the Welfare of Souls; 
and thoſe, whith are only the effect of 
Cuftom, and the authoritative Orders of a 
Family. Nothing, of this kind muſt be 
done through ation, or as a Task, 
with Tedioufnefs and Irkſomneſs of Spirit, 
and in a manner unfuitable to the Capaci- 
ties of thoſe with whom we have to do; 
but all ſhould be manag'd with great Good- 
ne of Temper, and fo as to win Hearts 
to the Ways and Worſhip of Go p, and 
to act in every thing becoming the cheer- 
ful Servants of the beſt of Maſters.

Children or Servants are profane, and 
Scoffers at Piety, or vicious and immoral,

COD is ſaid to ve the Sabbath Day, 
\ decauſe then he communicates his 
Gifts and Bleſſings 4 - ande would have us 

to do ſo too. Our dear LoRD and Sa- 
 viour, ſhewed great Compaſſion to the 
Bodies of Men, as well as to-their Souls, 
on this Day. Many of his Miracles were 
wrought, for reſtoring of Limb, and. 
Senſes, and healing the diſeaſed, and feed- 
ing the hungry. Even ſuch as were ill ot 
chronical Diſeaſes, and might have come 
on other Days, (having been of many 
| Years continuance,) yet Chriſt choſe to 
mnake them whole on the Sabbath Day. A 
remarkable Inſtance of this, we have in 
the Caſe of him that had an Ixſirmiiy 
thirty and eight Tears, who was enabled 52 

| walk, 
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walk, and was directed to carry his Bed, 
too, (as a greater Proof of his Cure) on the 
Sabbath Day. (John. v. 5, 9.) 
Where any are ſick and infirm, that 
they cannot perform the Duties of Reli- 
gion appointed on this Day, in ſuch caſes 
Gop will have Mercy and not Sacrifice. 
Bur JI obſerve in the Scripture, that where 
the weak and fickly did exert themſelves, 
and ſtrive to come to Cbriſt under their 
Diſorders on the Sabbath, they met with 
the moſt fignal Bleſſings. 92 
Such as are too ill to move from their 
Houſes, tis very agrecable to the Mer- 
cies of our Lo RD Jeſus Chriſt, to viſit 
them; and as far as we are able, to help them, 
both to ſuſtain their Afflictions, and to 
make a right u/e of them. 5 
Thoſe who attend the ſick, and are ne- 
ceſſarily-employ'd in watching with them, 
and taking Care of them, are acting a 
t, that well accords with the Compaſ- 
ſion which the Goſpel teaches in ſuch Caſes. 
But then it is their Duty, to have frequent 
Thoughts of Go p and Religion, and to 
mind the ſecret Exerciſes of Devotion ſo 
far as may be conſiſtent with a due Care 
of their ſick. IF TREES 
In like manner they who are employed 
in healing the ſick, are excuſed (when 
"need ſo requires) from the religious Ser-

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vices of this Day. But it has W 
. e of bd very good Men, that 
Phyſicians and others, when thus 
ſhould' not receive thoſe Rewards on this 
Day, which they do on other Days; or, 
' However, that they ſhould not apply them 
to their-own «uſe, doe ds ſome religious and 
charitable Purpoſes; becauſe the 
of miniſtring to the Neceſſities and Wel- 
fare of others on this Day, ſhould be made 
Services of © Religion and Charity. They 
ſhould not be followed, as on the fix Days, 
for Labour; that is, meerly in the way of 
an Occupation or Calling. 

Some perhaps may make an ill uſe of
